When the nltaira meal mill was first estab- 
lished C3st ot Twin Falls, we augncstcd to 
those residents in the neighborhood who were 
complaining about the dust, that they give 
Saunders Mills, Inc., sulflclent time to elim- 
inate the nuisance. 
Because Twin Falls Is particularly Intcr- 

■ ested In gelllnE new Industries to locate here, 
it was pointed out. wo should not be too 
hasty In comnlalninc about certain objec' 
llonablo phases of a new company's early 
operations, particularly It the company show- 
ed a wllllngncM to co-opcrato. 

That appeared to be the case when house- 
holders In that vicinity made their original 
protests. The company Indicated It would In- 
stall dust-conlrolllng ecjulpmcnt at the earl- 
iest opportunity, and the people meanwhile 
bided Ihclr time In a spirit ot good sports- 
manship. 

Although the company did Install equip- 
ment dcslencd to control the dust It hasn't 

■ met the problem ^atlstactorlly. Actually, the 
dust that continues to come from this mill 
Is too much for the-peoplc to bear. They have 
Eoofl reason to complain, and their protests 
.should brlni; Immediate action. 

No doubt this dust can be controlled, and 
the company should be expected to control 
It without further delay. Any condition hav- 
ing a bearing on public health or what 
amounts to a public nuisance should not be 
tolerated Indefinitely, 



NOT SO FUNNV 

Fun's fun, but all the merriment over the 
leud between Postmaster General Walker and 
Esquiic magazine, with lis curvaceous Varga 
Blrls. might presently cease to be a joke. 

Some -monliis ago Mr, Walker appointed a 
board to decide whether Esquire still quali- 
fied among publications which "disseminate 
Information of a public character, or are 
devoted to art, literature, the sciences or In- 
dustry." and was therefore entitled to sec- 
ond-class mailing privileges.
